WEINBERGER SAYS BUDGET COUNTERS SOVIET THREAT

[Text] Washington, 8 Feb (XINHUA)--U.S. Defense Secretary Weinberger said today 
that “the Soviet military strength is a fact and it poses the greatest threat to 
the United States.” 


He said in a report officially prepared for the U.S. Congress on the defense budget 
for fiscal 1983 that “it is the Soviet military effort, its direction and its 
nature, that drives our defense budget." 


Weinberger pointed out that, over the past 5 years, the USSR's military spending 
has been 80 to 90 percent higher than that of the United States. He stressed that 
the United States must strive to quickly eliminate the serious imbalances between 
the United States and the USSR regarding conventional, strategic and chemical 
weapons. 


While discussing the need to attach great importance to conventional war, Weinberger 
disclosed certain changes in U.S. strategic considerations: 1. strategies invol- 
ving conventional forces will not be determined by the need to principally fight a 
war in Europe; 2. the United States is preparing to deal with Soviet aggression 

or Soviet-supported aggression on several fronts and will not argue anymore about 
fighting “two wars" or "a war and a half;" and 3. U.S. defense policy has been 
altered to correct the previous erroneous view that a conventional war would be a 
short-term war. 


In its new defense budget, the U.S. Government has urged congress to authorize 
the appropriation of a total of $258 billion for defense in fiscal 1983, or an 
increase of $30 billion over the current fiscal year; and the total military ex- 
penditure in fiscal 1983 will be $215.9 billion, $33.1 billion higher than the 
current fiscal year. The new defense budget has also demanded that the actual 
total amount of the authorized appropriation for defense will increase by an 
average of 7.4 percent each year in the 4 years following fiscal 1983. 
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HAIG ENDS VISIT TO PORTUGAL, LEAVES FOR MOROCCO

[Text] Lisbon, 11 Feb (XINHUA)--U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig left here for 
Morocco today after concluding his two-day visit to Portugal. 


During his stay here, he held talks with Portuguese President Antonio Ramalho fares, 
Prime Minister Francisco Pinto Balsemao, Foreign Minister Andre Goncalves Pereira 
and General Secretary of the Socialist Party Mario Soares. Their talks centered 
on the conference on security and cooperation in Europe, the situation in Poland, 
Afghanistan and Southern Africa, East-West relations and bilateral cooperation, not- 
ably the extension of the U.S. use of the Lajes military base in the Azorez Island. 


Speaking at the banquet in honor of Haig, Prime Minister Pinto Balsemao said entry 
into the European Economic Community and the revision of Portugal's constitution 

are the priorities among the immediate political objectives of the Portuguese Govern- 
ment. He stressed the friendly relations between Portugal and the United States. 


Haig said, the United States and Portugal share common interests and stands. He 
expressed the hope that Portugal will play a positive role in working out a solu- 
tion to the Southern African problem. 


U.S.-Portuguese relations have become closer since the Democratic Union came into 
power in January 1980. During the period, former U.S. President Jimmy Carter and 
Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger visited Portugal, and the Portuguese foreign 

minister and the defense minister paid visits to the United States. The economic 
relations between the two countries have also developed steadily.

Upon returning 
from his visit to the United States 3 years ago, he declared that the visit opened 
a new era for Sino-U.S. cooperation. At an enlarged meeting of the CCP Central 
Committee's Military Commission, he emphatically pointed out that a Sino-wU.S.

First of 
all, Taiwan's peaceful return to the motherland has become indefinitely hopeless. 
The United States has vigorously supplied arms to Taiwan and offered the most 
advanced weapons to the Kuomintang authorities. A U.S. presidential adviser even 
publicly stated that Taiwan should not abandon its sovereignty and accept the 
communist regime‘s political rule.

[Text] During the spring festival period, leading comrades of the CCP Central

Council inspected and comforted army units. Their activity played a considerable 
role in improving party-army and army-government relations anc. relations between 
superior and subordinate organs. More importantly, these activities directly 
helped superior organs understand the ideological trends among PLA commanders and 
fighters, solve their problems and free their minds of doubt. 


From the views expressed by PLA cadres to leaders of the central organs [words 
indistinct], at present, PLA commanders and fighters are concerned about the lop- 
sided development in Sino-U.S. relations. Since the United States has stepped 

up arming Taiwan, needless to say, the army's sensitivity towards this problem is 
not groundless. 


As everyone knows, as soon as the war to resist U.S. aggression and aid Korea 

ended, the party proposed a most sacred mission to the whole army--that of liberating 
Taiwan and unifying the motherland. Over the past 20 years and more, the Fuzhou, 
Wuhan, Nanjing and Jinan PLA units--particularly the Fujian front PLA units--have 

all geared their training and equipment to actual combat situations for liberating 
Taiwan. If it were not for the disasters brought about by the “three red banners" 
and the cultural revolution, the mission of liberating Taiwan could have been 
fulfilled long ago. 


During his visit to the United States in early 1979, Comrade Deng Xiaoping and 
U.S. President Carter reached an oral agreement on nonuse of force concerning the 
question of Taiwan. Since then, the slogan that “Taiwan must be liberated" has 
been abandoned, the Fujian front PLA units’ main force was relieved, and the issue 
of returning Taiwan to the motherland was entirely entrusted to the United States. 


But what seems strange is that the more efforts we make in order to bring us closer 
to the United States--making concessions on every issue and directly or indirectly 
supporting U.S. policies or acts in the international arena, even though they 

run counter to our own--the more brutally the United States has trampled on the 
principle, on which was based the establishment of Sino-U.S. relations, and the 
oral agreement reached between Comrade Deng Xiaoping and President Carter. 








While our forces on the Fujian front have been reduced, and the main force stationed 
in the coastal regions has been relieved, the United States has further strengthened 
the KMT's naval, ai: and coastal air defense forces. At present, the KMT forces’ 
modern equipment has reached the level of that of the world's advanced nations. 
Consequently, we have neither the strength to liberate Taiwan nor the ability to 
unify China by peaceful means. This situation, naturally, has cast a dark shadow 
over the entire army. 


After his meeting with former U.S. President Carter, Comrade Deng Xiaoping said 

that the modernization of our national defense could be accelerated by introducing 
U.S. military technolvgy and by buying certain quantities of new planes, tanks and 
naval vessels from the ‘“nited States. Later, when Comrade Deng Xiaoping was visiting 
the United States, he rep.atedly asked the United States to treat China on the same 
footing as Egypt, Saudi Arabia and Pakistan in weapons’ supply. 


This wrong policy prompted us to embrace a mentality of relying on the United 
States for modernizing our national defense. But facts show that we have been 
hoodwinked, 


Three years have elapsed since Comrade Deng Xiacping's visit to the United States. 
During that period, we have not received any substantial military aid from the 
United States. What we have received are merely empty promises made by some not- 
very- important U.S. congressmen.

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"XINHUA" APPRAISES MUBARAK'S WEST EUROPE, U.S. TOUX

[Text] Cairo, 8 Feb (XINHUA)--Egyptian President Husni Mubarak returned here Monday 
after a 10-day tour of the United State. and several European countries. He told 
journalists the tour, his first visit abroa’ since assuming the presidency, was suc- 
cessful. The most important part of Mubsarak's tour was his talks with U.S. leaders. 
During their first round of talks, Mubara« and U.S. President Ronaid Reagan reported- 
ly discussed the strategic situation in the Middle East, emphasizing that the nucleus 
of the Middle East problem is the Palestinian question. Mubarek and Feagan stressed 
that the solution of the Palestinian question was significant to stability in the 
Middle East. 





Mubarak reportedly advocated the recognition of the Palestinian people's right to 
self-determination and the realization of mutual reccgnition between Israel and 
Palestine. ‘ie said the principles declaration on Pales:inian autonomy reached by 
the United States, Egypt and Israel should be acceptable to the Palestinians so as 
to draw more parties to take part in the peace process. 


According to local press reports, Mubarak persuade the Vaited States to old talke 
with the Palestinians so as "to realize the mutual recognition between the United 
States and Palestine." However, statements made by U.S. leaders indicated that the 
U.S. Government did not change its stand toward Palestine. it still insisted that 
Palestinians must first of all recognize the existence of Israel. It did not make 
any response to Mubarak's appeal for direct dialogue between the United States and 
Palestine. The Reagan administration said that the United States was concerned 
about peace and stability in the Middle East region and was ready to help s»lve 
the problem in the Arab-Israeli dispute, but onoy its action can show if i really 
wants tc help solve the Palestine question. 


On bilateral :elations, Mubarak stressed that Egypt would not change its policy 
toward the United States. He said that Egypt’s non-aligned policy would not become 
an obstacle to its friendship with the West. 


Mubarak also said the return of the Soviet experts to Egypt would not affect Egypt‘s 
foreign policies. Reagan told Mubarak the United States would maintain its friendly 
relations and close cooperation with Egypt. 





Reagan aiso promised to speed up transportation of U.S. arms deliveries to Egypt. 
Some 40 F-16 jet fighters will be delivered to Egypt by the end of this year and 
another 40 F-16 planes will be delivered by the end of 1983. 


The U.S. Administration reportedly will <zsk Congress to approve 400 million U.S. 
dollars to Egypt for military assistance in the fiscal year 1983, increasing U.S. 
military assistance to Egypt to 1,300 million dollars. 


U.S. economic assistance to Egypt this year wiil be about 1,000 million U.S. dollars. 
In accordance with the agreements signed by the two sides, Egypt may use the assist- 
ance according to its needs. 


U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig said Mubarak's visit has "deepened and broad- 
ened" the relationship between Egypt and the United Si< .es. 


Peace in the Middle East and bilateral relations were also the topics Mubarak dis- 
cussed in talks with leaders from the West European countries. Mubarak, an Egyptian 
newspaper reported, emphasized the role of the West European countries in the Middle 
East peace efforts. He told the leaders Egyptian foreign policy is based on a 
balanced world "so it could not ignore the role of Europe in international affairs," 
the newspaper said. 


West European leaders reportedly supported Egypt's point that Palestine is a key 
problem in the Middle East peace. Some of the leaders expressed the hope that Egypt 
will improve its relations with other Arab countries after the Sinai is returned 

to it in April. 


Local press reports said Mubarak's tovr drew world attention because it came at the 
time when Israel's withdrawal from the Sinai is about to occur, (srael insists on 
challenging the rights of Arab nations, talks on Palestinian autonomy face gloomy 
prospects and Arab nations are eager to seek an early solution to the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. The world people are also concerned that Egypt may be pressured into 
making concessions on Palestinian autonomy talks, which could harm any solution 

to the Palestinian problem and close relations between Egypt and other Arab nations, 
the prese reports said. 


Mubarak told an Israeli journalist in the United States that Egypt would not approve 
a Soviet presence in a future Palestinian state or in any other country in the Mid- 
dle East. He said this position is a key point in Egypt's approach to a solution 

to the Palestinian problem. 
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CONFERENCE URGES W. EUROPE DEFENSE COOPERATION

[Text] London, 11 Feb (XINHUA)--Western European countries were urged at a two- 
day conference ending here Wednesday to collaborate more closely among themselves in 
developing and making defense equipment. 


The conference, organized by the Western European Union, was discussing European 
cooperation for the development and production of defense equipment, with parti- 
cular emphasis on aerospace products. 


Speaking at the conference, George LeMoine, France's secretary of state for defense, 
said that Europeans must not make the mistake of believing that somebody else could 
provide for their defense. 


He said that the first generation of international co-operation schemes in plane and 
missile building, launched some 20 years ago, had become "an absolute necessity." 


LeMoine also stated that leaving aside the nuclear deterrence sector, France wanted 
to co-operate with its European allies in all aeronautical fields including air- 
craft, helicopters and every kind of missile. 


In his speech at the conference, Douglas Hurd, British minister of foreign affairs, 
said that economic pressures might in any case prevent nations from building alone 
"the most modern and sophisticated equipment tajiior-made for our own troops and our 
own particular concept of warfare." "That is thy we may have increasingly to think 
of pooling our resources in Europe,” he said. 


It was pointed out at the conference that there was a need to preserve an independent 
European capability in aeronautics and that collaboration between allies should be 
based on the whole Western Alliance. 
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YOUTH ROLE IN WEST EUROPE PEACE MOVEMENT ANALYZED

[Text] At present, waves of pacifism are fiercely lashing Western Europe. In 
the last 2 months, the number of people taking part in parades and demonstra- 
tions in various countries of Western Europe has exceeded 1 million, something 
rarely seen in the past 20-odd years. This movement has shocked the West, and 
the role played by youth in it is of special concern to people. 


Under the Banner of Opposing Nuclear Arms 


Although the class status of the people taking part in the pacifist movement 

is complex, their political inclinations differ and their occupations in society 
cover a broad spectrum, their common demand is peace and disarmament. They 
oppose ti.e nuclear armament carried out by the East and the West, especially 
America's deployment in Western Europe of new intermediate-range nuclear weapons. 
Youths make up the great majority of the people in this movement. These youths 
not only are the main force and backbone element in such activities as parades 
and demonstrations, protest meetings, and signature-gathering campaigns, but 
also organize themselves activities like the “youth march for peace and disarma- 
ment" in Paris. Many young people have formed peace organizations under a 
multitude of names, such as the groups and middle school student action commit- 
tees for stopping the neutron bomb and the arms race. Some of these organiza- 
tions only have a dozen members. A great number of youths have joined the 
original peace organizations. For example, last year the number of people in 
the British movement for the reduction of nuclear arms, which was founded in 
1958, was 10 times greater than it was the year before, and a large portion 

of this increase came from student groups, because “it is somewhat easier to 
recruit students than adults." In West Germany, nearly every university has 

a research institute that studies the peace movement, and their regular critical 
analyses of the arms race exert an important influence on students and all circles 
of society. American newspapers have cried out in alarm: "In parts of Europe, 
people aged 30 and younger are uniting under the banner of opposition to nuclear 
weapons"!

Nuclear Race Gives Rise to War Scare 


The development of p:.cificism in Western Europe is a reflection of the intensi- 
fication of Soviet-American rivalry. After the Soviet Unicn invaded Afghanistan, 
the military threat to Western Europe mounted and the process of East-West 
detente was broken off. A large-scale Soviet-American nuclear arms race is 
emerging, and the fear of war among the masses in Western Europe, especially 
the youth, has increased sharply. According to a MAPLAN public opinion poll 
taken last year, of about 1,000 people surveyed, 42 percent thought there was 

a possibility of nuclear war breaking out within 10 years, and among youths 

15 to 24 years old this figure was 53 percent; in this poll, 65 percent more 
people than in the year before thought there was the possibility of a nuclear 
war breaking out, and this figure was 76 percent for youths 15 to 24 years old. 
Many youths worry that Westem Europe will be the nuclear battleground for the 
Soviet Union and America, and look upon America's deployment of nuclear weapons 
in Western Europe as a factor leading to a nuclear strike and not any as a 
guarantee of their safety, and they harbor the illusion that Western Europe 

can extricate itself from the Soviet-American nuclear arms race, even that 
Western Europe, by unilaterally stopping the deployment of intermediate-range 
guided missiles, will remove the threat of nuclear war. Obviously, this is 
wishful thinking. 


A "Generation Gap"? 


During a large-scale demonstration parade ir Rome, a youth shouted: "We have 
never seen war and we never want to see war." This slogan reflects rather well 
the characteristic thought of some West European youths at present. 


After World War II, Westerm Europe experienced 36 years of peaceful life. 
According to reports, the Nazi occupation remains fresh in the memory of many 
older people in Western Europe. They are inclined to seek peace through strength 
and approve of the deployment of American-made guided missiles to counier the 
superiority of the Soviet Union's SS-20 guided missiles. But a minority of 
young people do not think this way. The thinking of some youths now in their 
early 20's has especially been affected by many illusions caused by a long 
period of propaganda about detente, and they are easily influenced by pacifism, 
and thus are easily used by the Soviet Union and the forces for appeasement 
within Western Europe. Some public figures in Western Europe like tc use the 
“generation gap" to explain this situation. Actually, these youths do not 
represent the mainstream of West European youths; the great majority of the 
youths can still understand and receive the history lessons of the older people. 


Ui1employment and Nuclear Weapons 


Western observers think that the mood against nuclear weapons is only a component 
part of the mood of dissatisfaction in European society. Since the beginning 

of this year, in the West the economy has continued to deteriorate, the unem- 
ployment problem has become sericus, and the ranks of unemployed youth have 
swollen even faster. Within the over 9 million-strong army of the unemployed 

in the European Economic Community, young people account for over 4 million; 
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people 29 years old or younger account for about three-fourths of Italy's over 
2 million unemployed; in England, the unemployment rate of young people is as 
high as 15 percent. Many young people think that nuclear weapons are linked 
to unemployment. Looking into the future, they are perplexed about their pros- 
pects, and they have a feeling of insecurity characterized by an alienation 
from society. This feeling of irsecurity is exacerbated by their worry about 
the outbreak of nuclear war. They are disgusted that, under conditions of 
economic recession, large sums of money are used for the armaments industry. 

In their view, the threat from the Kremlin seems comparatively "abstract" while 
unemployment is real and more urgent. In connection with this situation, the 
British Labor Party has put forward the slogan "We want work not bombs." 


The Soviet Union's Sinister Motive 


The Soviet Union has always looked upon the support and promotion of the pacifist 
movement in Westem Europe as an important means of putting pressure on the 
Western European and American governments, in an attempt to set up an "all- 
embracing antiwar coalition" by adopting the method of “using people to prod 
officials" that will beat down NATO's decision to deploy new guided missiles 

and thus maintain Soviet nuclear superiority in Europe. Therefore, the Soviet 
Union uses both hard and soft tactics, both lures and intimidjations, to create 

a psychology of fearing war with such fallacies as “nuclear hostages and nuclear 
battleground," and also by making "peace proposals" one after another to en- 
courage illusions about peace, and by all ways and means to drive a wedge between 
America and Europe by having the masses in Westerm Europe point the antinuclear 
spearhead at America. The exposure of the Soviet Union's secret hand in the 
pacifist movement by means of pro-Soviet forces is nothing new. Recently, fol- 
lowing the beginning of Soviet-American negotiations on limiting intermediate- 
range nuclear weapons, Radio Moscow stepped up its propaganda in English- 
language broadcasts about the pacifist movement in Wester Europe. Against 

all of this, the youths who lack political experience cannot but be on their 
guard. 


The pacifist trend of thought among Westerm European youths is now causing 
grave concern among the authorities of America and various Western European 
countries. From the negative side, the incursion by a Soviet submarine into 
Sweden's territorial waters sobered many youths. Young people are the most 
courageous in accepting truth. It should be said that the majority of young 
people who have joined the pacifist movement have a genuine desire to explore 
ways to safeguard peace. Once they truly understand the main source of the 
threat, they will take an independent correct path for defending peace. In 
this sense, it will be difficult for the Sovict Union's plot to succeed.

POLISH MINERS’ STRIKE ORGANIZERS SENTENCED

{Text] Warsaw, 10 Feb (XINHUA)~--A Silesian military court in Katowice, South 
Poland, today sentenced four organizers of the Wujek mine strike in mid-December to 
up to four years’ imprisonment. 


During this strike, the miners clashed on Decewber 16 with the security forces who 
tried to stop the strike, which ended in seven miners killed and 80 miners and po- 
licemen injured. This was the most serious bloody conflict since the impositicn 
of the martial law. 


According to the POLISH PRESS AGENCY PAP, after days of intensive study and hearing 
of testimony from the witnesses and defenders, the court sentenced Stanislaw Platek 
to a four-year term with three years’ loss of civil rights, because he "failed to 
refrain from Solidarity Union's activities which were suspended during the state of 
siege and actively organized the December 13-16 strike in the Wujek mine." 


Owing to their active support to the strike, Jerzy Wartak was sentenced to three- 
and-a-half years’ prison term with three years’ loss of civil rights; Adam Skwira 
and Marian Gluck each got three years and two years’ loss of civil rights. Jan 
Hasnik and three others were found innocent and released. 


According to a communique of the Polish Supreme Military Procuratorate yesterday, 
the Polish military procuratorial organs arrested 87 citizens in various parts of 
the country last week. In the same period, military courts all over Poland sen- 
tenced 57 persons for “organizing strikes" under the state of siege and “distribu- 
ting illegal propaganda materials". Some of the 57 received sentences of up to 10 
years.

Economy" } 


[Text] In the last 30-odd years, Yugoslavia's socialist economic construction has 
made tremendous strides, and the autonomous socialist economic system is getting 
stronger and developing day by day. However, at the same time problems have con- 
tinued to arise. 


For this reason, Yugoslavia has adopted a number of steps to overcome its difficul- 
ties and get the economy on the road to stable development. 


According to materials published in the press, the causes of Yugoslavia's economic 
instability may be summarized mainly as follows: 


An imbalance between the basic industries and the processing indvstries. From 1970 
to 1980 the production of automobiles increased from over 110,000 to 250,000, the 
production of tractors increased from over 12,000 to over 50,000, and a number of 
other items of production consumption and civilian consumption also increased by 
multiples. During this period, however, the basic industries which are intimately 
related to these manufacturing industries developed very slowly. For example, the 
production of rolled steel only increased from over 2.2 million tons to over 3.6 mil- 
lion tons, the production of coal increased from 28 million tons to 47 million tons, 
and petroleum output went from 2.8 million tons to 4.2 million tons. Obviously 

there is a serious imbalance between the light and heavy industries. Domestically 
produced raw materials and fuels are incapable of meeting the needs of the processing 
industries, so it is necessary to rely upon imports for these. Of the energy con- 
sumption for 1970, 30.9 percent came from imports, and in 1979 this proportion was 

up to 45.8 percent. Tied to this is the fact that the proportion of imported raw 
materials and fuels is getting larger. Of total import values for 1976, raw materi- 
als and fuels accounted for 63.8 percent, and in the first half of 1981 this was up 
to 75.8 percent, resulting in a serious expansion of the foreign trade deficit. 


The capital construction front is overextended. In the last few years, the amount 
of Yugoslavia's social output value, that is, the sum:of the national income and 
depreciation which has been used in fixed capital investments has reached 35 to 











40 percent, and projects nder construction went from over 16,000 in 1975 to over 
28,000 in 1980. This has not only led to shortages in the supply of materials and 
an increase in commodity prices, it has also promoted the importation of large 
amounts of equipment. 


According to reports, the total value of imported equipment between 1970 and 1980 
was $28 billion, resulting in a major increase in foreign indebtedness. In 1970 
Yugoslavia's foreign debt was still only $2.5 billion, but by tae end of August 1981 
this had already increased to $21.2 billion, of which $9.9 billion was investment 
credit. 


Problems in the distribution area are also a factor in Yugoslavia's current economic 
difficulties. This means that the increase in individual income is faster than the 
increase of labor productivity, and individual consumption is exceeding what the 
market can supply, which inevitably leads to tension in the supply and demand rela- 
tionship of the market. 


Such conditions have also directly led to a decline in the accumulation levels of 
production organizations. In 1971, of every 100 dinars of income in Yugoslavia, 

an average 15.8 dinars went to accumulation. In 1978 this was down to 10.8 dinars. 
In order to increase their income, production organizations must expand production 
and improve their technology and equipment. Their capital shortages must come 
either from bank loans or from foreign loans, the former resulting in credit expan- 
sion and the latter in a precipitate increase in foreign debt. This has served to 
exacerbate the instability of the economy. 


Yugoslavia is taking her economic problems extremely seriously. The Yugoslavian 
League of Communists, governmental departments, social and political organizestions, 
and the people at every level are engaged in heated discussions, talking over .nd 
devising policies to overcome the difficulties. The specific measures they ha.e 
adopted at present are as follows: 


Reducing the speed of economic development: In the five-year plan for 1981-1985, the 
average annual growth rates for social output value and industrial production are 
4.5 and 5 percent respectively, both reductions over the previous five-year plan. 


At the same time, based on the production conditions of 1981, they are carrying out 
further readjustments, stipulating that the growth rate of social output value in 
1982 will be further reduced to 2.5 percent, and that of industry 3.5 percent. 


Reducing investments: Fixed capital investments will be reduced from year to year, 

and the proportion of social output value represented by this will be reduced from 

34 percent in 1981 to 29 percent in 1985. Construction will be halted or slowed on 
those projects whose investment results are not particularly outstanding or whose con- 
struction will be difficult to complete in a short period of time. In this way, the 
average annual growth of productive investments will be reduced from 8.5 percent during 
the last five-year plan to 2.3 percent. With the exception of housing construction, 
nonproductive investments are virtually frozen. 
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Increased construction of basic industries: By 1985 the annual output of coal will 
increase to 82 million tons, and the output of petroleum will go up to 5 million 
tons. The proportion of basic chemical industry products will increase from 45 per- 
cent in 1980 to 60 percent in 1985. The degree of self-sufficiency for raw materials 
required by the steel industry will increase to 80 percent. 


Reduce foreign trade deficits and cut back on foreign debts: They have stipulated 
that the average annual growth rate for exports from 1981 ¢:o 1985 should be 8 per- 
cent, which should be far greater than the growth rate of imports. They have also 
stipulated that the total foreign trade deficit for the five-year period may not 
exceed $6 billion. The plan stresses that borrowing from foreign countries must be 
done in keeping with actual needs anc repayment capabilities, and it also reduces 
equipment loans. In 1982 equipment imports will be reduced by half and exports 
increased by 8.5 percent, and the deficit in the international balance of payments 
must not exceed $500 million. 


Strive hard to reduce inflation and pare administrative expenditures: During the 
first half of 1981 commodity prices went up very quickly, and the federal government 
adopted a price freeze and other administrative measures. The result was an infla- 
tion rate for the entire year that was still nearly 40 percent. 


At present, the federal parliament has stipulated that in 1982 they will go all out 
to see that increases in commodity prices do. not exceed 15 percent, and they also 
plan to have wiped out financial deficits by 1983. To do this they are presently 
exerting tremendous efforts to reduce administra‘*ive expenditures, and the growth 
rate for the 1982 federal budget has also been reduced. 


In addition to the above steps, they have also put a limit on the growth of individu- 
al real income, and are strengthening the development in those areas where agricul- 
ture and the economy are insufficiently developed. 


Recently the Yugoslavian League of Communists has called on organizations at every 
level to conscientiously carry out the various autonomous agreements and social 
contracts formulated in the new five-year plan, and to further implement the delega- 
tion system and the united labor laws in order to give full play to the socialist 
autonomous democracy. At the same time, just as in the past, they are continuing to 
perfect the socialist autonomous system. They are full of confidence that they can 
overcome their difficulties and bring about the gradual stabilization of the 

economy as well as harmonious development.

DPRK REUNIFICATION ORGAN CALLS FOR JOINT MEETING

[Text] Pyongyang,, 11 Feb (XINHUA)--The Korean Committee for the Peaceful Reunifi- 
cation of the Fatherland in a statement issued here yesterday called for a joint 
conference of 100 Korean statesmen from the North, the South and abroad as a con- 
sultative body for the national reunifdcationof Korea, according to a KCNA report. 


The statement said: "It will be good that the joint conference will be attended by 
individual politicans who are concerned about reunification and national salvation, 
irrespective of their past doings and the number be set at 100, with 50 from the 
North and 50 from the South, including overseas personages. 


"This 100-man joint conference shall not be a bilateral meeting between the North 
and South, but a multilateral round-table conference at which all personages will 
discuss the question of reunification, transcending the North and the South, ir- 
respective of their residence and organizational affiliation. 


"The joint conference of 100 politicians from the North, the South and abrcad will 
be, under the present condition, a democratic negotiation for reunification which 
may successfully reflect the nation's desire for reunification, and a splendid forum 
of great national unity which may pull together our strength and resources on the 
basis of the national idea." 


"The South Korean rulers should not prevent the politicians from attending the con- 
ference but set free Kim Tae-chung and other political figures now in prison, re- 
store the freedom of all politicians to engage in political activity and ensure all 
the necessary conditions for their participation in the conference," the statement 
stressed. 


"In the negotiation,” it added, "there is no place for the murderer who emerged as a 
wicked strangulator of the movement for democracy and reunification growing fast 
after the "October 26 incident" in South Korea and slaughtered a large number of 
fellow countrymen in cold blood." 


"Out of desire for unity and reunification, we showed in our January 26 talk the 
leniency of giving him an opportunity to atone for his crimes and take the road 

of patriotism. But, to our regret, there has been no affirmative response so far," 
the statement pointed out. "The present South Korean ruler has lost in fact his 
political and moral rights and qualification to show up at the table of negotiation," 
stressed the statement.

ROMANIAN FOOD PRICE INCREASES--Bucharest, 10 Feb (XINHUA)--Romanian President Nicolae 
Ceausescu today announced food price increases averaging 35 percent at a meeting of 
the Central Committee of the Romanian Communist P tty, according to AGERPRES NEWS 
AGENCY. He said that food prices, which remainea unchanged for 25 years, had to be 
adjusted to soaring energy and production prices both at home and abroad. Romanian 
people would receive a monthly compensation averaging 140 lei (13 dollars), depend- 
ing on age, income and work category, while pensions would go up by about 10 per- 
cent and child allowances by 35 percent, he said. These compensiations would ensure 
that real incomes would go up by 1.5 percent as forseen in the 1982 plan, he added. 
He said that compensation (?would) not be paid to some 93,000 people earning more 
than 4,000 lei (363 dollars) a month nor to pensioners receiving more than 3,000 lei 
(272 dollars) a month. At the same time, the president also announced shortfalls 

in the country's main growth targets last year, with national income rising 2.0 
percent, rather than the planned 7 percent. Industrial growth, planned at 8.1 per- 
cent, rose by 4 percent white agricultural production was close to the 5 percent 
growth achieved in 1980, he said. [Textj [OW110140 Beijing XINHUA in English 1527

[Text] Comrade Mao Zedong's "Problems of War and Strategy" is a treasure trove of 
philosophical thought. It has provided us with a shining example in applying and 
developing the Marxist theory of knowledge and dialectical methods. The profound 
idea, repeatedly stressed in the work, that in directing military operations, we 
must focus attention on a war's characteristics and its development is of especially 
great practical significance to us today. 


Material dialectics holds that any form of activity has contradictions peculiar to 
itself. Such peculiar contradictions represent the particular essence that distin- 
guishes one thing from another. Only by grasping the essence peculiar to various 
things can we achieve victory in the practice of transforming the objective world. 
Comrade Mao Zedong paid close attention to this in studying and directing the 
Chinese revolutionary war. 


In the article "Problems of War and Strategy," Comrade Mao Zedong minced no words 
raising the matter of “the features of China and the revolutionary war." He made a 
detailed analysis of the concrete features that distinguished a semicolonial and 
semifeudal old China from a capitalist country. He also pointed out the path and 
methods to be followed by the Chinese Proletariat in seizing power. Practice shows 
that Comrade Mao Zedong's conclusion was a scientific one. 


As far as the Chinese revolutionary war as a whole is concerned, we must focus 
attention on its features. As far as every battle or fight is concerned, we must 
also focus attention on its concrete features. It was precisely because Comrade Mao 
Zedong adhered to this point all the time, that he was able to perform unique, re- 
markable and spectacular acts, one after another, on the stage of the Chinese revolu- 
tionary war. ‘Take the war of liberation for example. At its early stage, in order 
to smash the enemy attack, our army, guided by the principle of concentrating forces 
to annihilate enemy troops one by one, used the "wear and tear" strategy of tire 

and then annihilate the enemy. Thus, they achieved victory in three consecutive 
battles. On the East China battlefield, our army used the strategy of hit and run-- 
effectively annihilating the enemy. The strategy used by our army in Northeast China 
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called for large-scale advance and large-scale retreat, thus forcing the enemy to 

go on the strategic defensive. After our army began to go on the offensive, it e 
was agian guided by the different features peculiar to the enemy and ourselves in 

different periods. It formulated the operational guideline of blocking the enemy's 

retreat and then destroying him for the Liaoxi-Shenyang campaign, the operational 

guideline of “encircling, penningdown and hitting out at the enemy" for the .luai- 

hai campaign and the operational guideline of “isolating but not surrounding" and 
“surrounding but not annihilating" for the Beiping-Tianjin campaign. Moreover, in 

disposing of enemy troops, our army developed various unique styles, such as the 


Tianjin style, the Beiping style and the Suiyuan style, thus accelerating the pro- 
cess of liberating the whole country. 


Given the same active battlefield and the same life-or-death [words indistinct] 
ourselves, a set method should not be adopted in solving contradictions (though a 
given principle nust be upheld). Instead we must determine differences in contra- 
dictions of this type, or have the different feature: of different battlefields at 
our fingertips, gearing different methods to different features. Here, the key to 
success in grasping the features of contradictions and finding proper solutions lies 
in whether we can give full play to the consciousness and initiative of men. We 
must not be unwilling nor pay no serious attention to an analysis and study of the 
features of things, cherishing the hope that a remedy can be found as a cure-all 

for all diseases and that a given formula can be used to solve all kinds of contra- 
dictions in the world. We must not fall into the habit of applying “the same fixed 
standard" to all cases. Such an approach runs counter to dialectics and must not be 
encouraged. 


In this work, Comrade Mao Zedong also studied the problem of changes in military 
strategy and especially the problem of changes in the party's military strategy in 
the civil war and the national war. He pointed out that there were four periods 

and there would be three changes in our army's military strategy in these two wars. 
"The first was the change from guerrilla warfare to conventional warfare in the 
civil war. The second was the change from conventional warfare in the civil war 

to guerrilla warfare in the war of resistance. And the third will be the change 
from guerrilla warfare to conventional warfare in the war of resistance." The 
change from guerrilla warfare conventional warfare did not mean just a simple repe- 
tition in form but involved many different things. Here, Comrade Mao Zedong called 
on us to have a dialetical understanding, as he expounded and proved the dialectical 
nature of warfare. He thus evolved this dialectical military principle: Like other 
things, warfare develops and changes. The person who directs war operations must 
make timely and correct strategic changes following changes in the cbject of attack 
and changes in the balance of strength between the enemy and ourselves and follow- 
ing developments in the war. In no way can he assume the same old attitude toward 
new problems and use the same sterotyped methods to solve new contradictions. 


Of course it is no simple matter to cc -ectly effect strategic changes. The change 
from guerrilla warfare to conventional warfare in the civil war involved great diffi- 
culties. What were the reasons? First, the cadres did not attach sufficient impor- 
tance to changes that had taken place in the enemy's strength and in our talks and 
thus still engaged in guerrilla warfare, becoming rightists. Second, some of the 
leading cadres overestimated the enemy's strength and the nature of our tasks and 
mechanically borrowed foreign experiences without regard to actual conditions. 
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They thus did not conduct conventional "Chinese style" warfare and turned leftist. 
Here, the difficulty of making a correct change, from the philosophical point of view, 
jay in the subjective falling behind or exceeding the actual development of a war or 
the subjective and the objective not having arived at a scientific unity. 


Not only should strategy, but also the principles of fighting and tactics, and even 
weapons and equipment, develop with the development of war. Anticipating a strate- 
gic change from guerrilla warfate to conventional warfare in the later stages of the 
war of resistance against Japan (the stage of counterattack), Comrade Mao Zedong 
pointed out; "This is based on the assumption that given new types of weapons, the 
army and military operations will undergo a tremendous change. At that time, the 
army will be highly concentrated and highly organized. Warfare will be very con- 
ventional and guerrilla warfare will be greatly reduced. Warfare will change from 
the lower to the advanced level and from the Chinese style to a world standard." 
From the time Comrade Mao Zedong put forth this matter until today, over 30 years 
have passed. What about the change involving "newtypes of weapons," and the change 
from the Chinese style to the world standard, from the lower to the advanced level? 
Undoubtedly, our army's equipment has greatly improved from those days of only 
"millet plus rifles." But it is still of a low standard compared with the weapons 
and equipment that have been developing among hegemonists. Therefore, we must fur- 
ther strengthen the study of how to develop our “army and operations" from the 
Chinese style to the world standard, in order to destroy the enemy more effectively. 


In his work, Comrade Mao Zedong also studied the relationship between conventional 
warfare and guerrilla warfare in the war of resistance against Japan. Based on the 
features of China and the laws governing the development of the Chinese revolution- 
ary war, he scientifically defined the strategic position of anti~Japanese guerrilla 
warfare led by our party. He pointed out: “As far as the war of resistance against 
Japan as a whole is concerned, conventional warfare is primary and guerrilla warfare 
is secondary. This is because the ultimate fate of the war of resistance against 
Japan can only be determined by conventional warfare." Meanwhile, he also pointed 
out the attitude we should assume toward primary and secondary aspects. He said 
that as conventional warfare was primary, we must "pay attention to building a 
regular army and to studying and guiding conventional warfare." But we can never 
think that nothing will go wrong by paying attention to just this primary aspect. 

We must also pay attention to building guerrilla forces and to studying and guiding 
guerrilla warfare. If we should neglect what plays a secondary role in the whole 
war, we will not be able to defeat Japan. In conclusion drawn from this was that 
guerrilla warfare played an important strategic position in the whole war. 


Expounding upon the relationship between conventional and guerrilla warfare, Comrade 
Mao Zedong also made clear this principle: of the two aspects of an entity, the 
primary is not the only one, and the secondary is by no means of no consequence. 

We must stress that one of these points is a key point and must stress a clear line 
of demarcation where the theory of balance is concerned. We must also stress that 
neither of the two points can be neg.ected and that a strict distinction must be 
made between the two. This principle of correctly handling the two aspects of a 
contradiction was applicable in war. It is undoubtedly also applicable to our 
socialist construction today.

We ought to recall that it was Chairman Mao who assigned Comrade Deng Xiaoping to 
take up the responsibility of leading the group in charge of handling the case in- 
volving Gao Gang and Rao Shushi at that time. The facts thereafter prove that Com- 
rade Deng Xiaoping did not carry out an earnest investigation into the case involving 
Comrades Gao Gang and Rao Shushi in a responsible way; on the contrary, he praised 
the sinister materials as the truth. 


To tell the truth, Deng Xiaoping did so at that time because he was cowardly and 
afraid of causing trouble, offending Kang Sheng, and thereby causing Chairman Mao's 
discontnet and Laos of favor. It was based exactly on these sinister materials that 
Comrade Deng Xiaoping made a report on the case concerning the “antiparty alliance 
of Gao Gang and Rao Shushi" to the fourth plenary session of the 7th CCP Central 
Committee and to the party congress held in March, 1955.

DISCUSSED IDEOLOGICAL, LEADERSHIP PROBLEMS

[Text] At the present time, problems of weakness in leadership exist not only 
on the ideological front but on other fronts as well. Conscientiously changing 
this state of affairs of weakness in leadership has important significance for 
the overcoming of various mistaken trends, for the thorough implementation of 
the spirit of the Sixth Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee, and for the 
expansion of the generally good situation since the Third Plenum of the llth 
Party Central Committee. 


An important feature of the weakness in leadership is the fact that there exist 
meek submission to oppression, endless concessions, catering to all sides, and 
even encouragement and support of words and deeds which are backward and mistaken 
and which constitute bourgeois liberalization. Positive education is neglected, 
and guidance work is abandoned. The catering to mistaken trends in leadership 
is manifested in a variety of forms, but in terms of their nature, there are 
basically two types. One type is the catering to backward or mistaken demands. 
For example, in the pursuit of box office values, some theatre troupes cater 

to the backward demands of some people by performing piays which are vulgar, 

low class, and even very bad in content; in purely pursuing the portion of 
students going on to higher schools, some schools devote their main energies 
and facilities to a minority of students, while neglecting the training and 
education of the majority of students; in implementing the system of production 
responsibility, some enterprise units and rural communes and brigades make con- 
cessions to the unreasonable demands of some people and lower their quotas and 
norms; some units abandon principle in the matter of bonuses and [follow the 
practice of] the greater the number of names of items, the greater the amount 
of money, and thus they harm the interests of the collective and the nation; 
some local areas and units not only do not help those people who neglect politics, 
are tired of studying politics, and do not wish to participate in collective 
life, but they abandon education and are lax in organizational life. Situations 
like the ones described above are rather widespread. Many people are accustomed 
to these things and do not take exception to them. The other type [of mistaken 
trend] is not merely failing to resist the influence of bourgeois ideology, 
words, and actions which violate the four basic principles or political views 
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which advocate capitalism, but, quite to the contrary, chiming in with the others 
and even operating in that fashion. For example, some sections maintain unity 
politically not with the Party Central Committee but with the bourgeois liberal- 
ization tide of thought. Some sections are not conscientious about propagating 
the superiority of the socialist system, but expend a lot of energy propagating 
capitalism. Some sections do not heed the call of the party and do not follow 
the leadership of the party, etc. Although these two types of catering differ 
in nature, both of them deviate from the party's guiding ideology and line, 
direction, and policy, and both are harmful to stability and unity. For this 
reason, we should conscientiously resolve the problems of catering in leader- 
ship that we have discussed above, strengthen positive education, and guide it 
in the correct direction. 


The causes of the problems of catering that exist in leadership, as discussed 
above, are very complex, but they mainly have the following three points: 


First, thinking is muddled and the distinction between right and wrong is not 
clear. Some persons do not conscientiously master the party's line, direction, 
and policy, nor do they conduct in-depth studies of actual situations, nor do 
they study with an open mind experiences from outside their regions. There are 
also some people who muddle through the year blaming everything and everyone 
but themselves. They talk about improving party leadership, but who knows how 
to do it; about liberating thinking, but who knows how much is enough; about 
relaxing policies, but who knows where. So everything is pushed off onto others. 
Some people just say this is going along with the tide. In this way, it is 
natural that at critical times, and when dealing with a question which has 
important policy ramifications, they will depart from the standpoint of the 
party and the broad masses, make concessions, and cater to backward, mistaken 
demands and proposals for bourgeois liberalization. ‘ti they do not walk in the 
direction pointed out by the party, then of necessity they will get caught up 
in the tide of error. 


Second, they become adherents of backward elements. When dealing with the 
debts and bonuses in people's daily lives, questions which are related to the 
immediate interests of the masses, some places and units consider many aspects 
of the needs of the masses but give little consideration to the difficulties 
and practical possibilities of the nation. They give much consideration to 

the current interests of the masses but little consideration to long-range 
interests. They give much consideration to the views of backward elements but 
little consideration to the views of progressive elements. They frequently 
make concessions and cater to the demands of backward elements. Some people 
think that this is going along with the wishes of the people. These comrades 
should be made to understand that the party's line and policy are in unity with 
the basic interests of the masses of the people and that if they ignore the 
party's policies and run with backward elements, thinking that thereby they 
have the interests of the masses in mind, then they are mistaken. This does 
not constitute serving the people wholeheartedly, nor does it constitute sup- 
porting the interests of the masses, but it means becoming an adherent of back- 
ward elements and damaging the fundamental interests and long-range interests 
of the broad masses of the people. 
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Third, a minority of people strike a sympathetic chord with bourgeois liberalizing 
trends. Why do some people doubt and vacillate about the four basic principles 
but fit in readily with proposals for bourgeois liberalization? Why don't they 
conscientiously study and implement the party's line, direction, and policy, 
instead of spreading the proposals of bourgeois liberalization far and wide? 

Why do they take the initiative in inviting people to give reports about breaking 
away from the party leadership? Certainly, mistaken ideological influences from 
outside exist, but internal factors are decisive. In the thinking of some com- 
rades, this is interlinked with the bourgeois liberalization tide of thought 

and it strikes a responsive chord. We should turn these comrades around, guide 
them to conscientiously study the four basic principles and the line, direction, 
and policy since the Third Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee, increase 
their party nature, and maintain unity with the Party Central Committee. 


If we want to change the situation of catering within the leadership, we will 
have to strengthen guidance. Guidance means actively doing ideological work, 
using Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought to arm the party members and the 
masses, using progressive thinking to change backward thinking, using proletarian 
thinking to change bourgeois thinking and nonproletarian thinking, and unifying 
the people's thinking with the four basic principles and the party's line, 
direction, and policy and in support of the party leadership and the socialist 
road. Who does the guiding is a question of leadership authority. The right 
to leadership in ideology can only be held in the hands of our party. This right 
definitely cannot be given up or given over to propagating the mistaken views 
of bourgeois liberalization. If this happens, then we will have let go of the 
historic responsibility that we assumed for all the people of the country. 
Guidance work in ideology has mainly three aspects. The first is carrying out 
positive education. The great teachers of the proletarian revolution always 
upheld the work of imbuing the working class with socialist ideas from outside. 
Now, some young people are tired of studying Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong 
Thought, and the overwhelming majority of them have developed their own pre- 
judices. Actually, they really do not understand or are completely ignorant of 
the basic spirit of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought. Just because 
people are tired of studying, we cannot fail to carry out education. We should 
maintain positive education, guide them to gain a basic understanding, and 
advance to understand the basic tenets of Marxism-Leninism. To do a good job 
of upholding education in communist ideology and morality, we must dare to 
boldly, assuredly, and persuasively propagate the four basic principles and the 
party's line, direction and policy, and guide people in using the major revolu- 
tionary principles to command the minor principles. It is also necessary to 
educate young people in historical knowledge so that they can understand in a 
historical sense why China must take the socialist path and must be guided by 
the principles of the Communist Party. Whatever the work, clear demands must 
be presented and strict investigation conducted. Why is it that in the passenger 
trains that leave Harbin, the sanitation in those going to Beijing is good, 
while it is not so good in those going to other places? The distinction lies 
in whether or not the demands are strict. The second [aspect] is showing pro- 
gressiveness and developing a correct style. There are a great number of ad- 
vanced persons and achievements in a variety of places: they are good at dis- 
covering them, actively supporting them, and organizing people to study the 
advanced. But it is not normal for those who are advanced to be isolated. 
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Neither is it normal to lavish praise on those who are just beginning to show 
talent. These two phenomena now exist in some units. If we let these phenomena 
continue to develop at will, then unhealthy trends are bound to flourish, the 
entire ranks will crumble, and the party's leadership will lose its effectiveness 
as a result. Therefore we should make an effort to correct these phenomena, 
guide advanced persons to healthy maturity, and constantly strengthen the ranks 
of the mainstays. The third [aspect] is guiding backward, mistaken ideology 
onto the correct, progressive path. Because of the long-term influence of 
"leftist" ideology, especially the destruction during the decade of internal 
chaos, and with the addition of the capitalist influence that has accompanied 
the lifting of restrictions with regard to dealing abroad, the task of guidance 
work in ideology is enormous. In spite of all this, many facts prove that if 

we are resolute, and if we actively and patiently open up channels, we can 
certainly reverse this difficult situation. 


Ideological guidance is an educational method and a form of struggle. In 
ideological leadership, catering and guiding are fundamentally different. In 
doing ideological guidance, one should first of all have a clear-cut stand on 
what one is advocating, what one is resisting, what one is supporting, and 

what one is opposing. One should carry out criticism of backward and mistaken 
ideology. One should carry out appropriate criticism and struggle against 
people and deeds that seriously violate the four basic principles. Engaging in 
catering, in ideological leadership, actually means making concessions to the 
backward, catering to the mistaken, and abandoning the four basic principles. 
It means being the captive of bourgeois ideology and surrendering to the forces 
of capitalism. For this reason, it is a mistake to feel that catering conforms 
to the opening of channels. However, it is also a mistake to put ideological 
guidance in opposition to criticism and self-criticism.

4. Establishment of Tiefa [6993 3127] Municipality, Liaoning Province, under 
the leadership of the Tieling Prefecture Administrative Office. 


5. Establishment of Jiaojiang [2786 3068] Municipality, Zhejiang Province, under 
the leadership of the Taizhou Prefecture Administrative Office. 


6. The administrative office of Wenzhou Prefecture was abolished in Zhejiang 
Province. The eight counties originally placed under its administration--Yongjia, 
Yueqing, Dongtou, Ruian, Pingyang, Cangnan [5547 0589], Wencheng and Taishun-- 
have been placed under Wenzhou Municipality. 


7. Establishment of Ouhai {3917 3189] County, Zhejiang Province, under Wenzhou 
Municipality. 


8. Establishment of Longyan Municipality in Fujian Province. Longyan County 
was abolished. The Longyan Municipality has been placed under the Longyan 
Prefecture Administrative Office. 


9, Establishment of Jingganshan County in Jiangxi Province. The Jingganshan 
Revolutionary Committee was abolished. The Jingganshan County has been placed 
under the Jian Prefecture Administrative Office. 


10, Establishment of Enshi Municipality, Hubei Province, under the Enshi Prefecture 
Administrative Office. 
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ll. Yueyang County was abolished in Hunan Province. All the administrative 
areas originally placed under the Yueyang County administration have been 
placed under the administration of Yueyang Municipality.

County restored in Guizhou Province. 


18. The Anlong Bouyi-Miao Nationality Autonomous County was abolished and 
Anlong County restored in Guizhou Prcvince. 


19. Establishment of Shuifu [3055 1381] County in Yunnan Province. The seat 
of the county's people's government is in Anfu Commune.

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RESEARCH IN FAMILY ETHICS, FORMULATION OF NORMS URGED 
Shanghai JIEFANG RIBAO in Chinese 17 Dec 81 p 4 


[Article by Li Guangyao [2621 0342 5069]: "Family Ethics--An Area of Research 
Which Must Not Be Overlooked"] 


[Text] Professional ethics and family ethics are two pillars of Marxist ethics 
and an important part of socialist spiritual culture. Research in professional 
morality, also called professional ethics, has now begun to catch people's 
attention and it is time to strengthen research in family ethics as well. 


The Importance of Researching Family Ethics 


Family ethics has a direct relationship to each individual. Researching family 
ethics from the Marxist viewpoint has important significance for building 
socialist spiritual culture. 


First of all, the family is a basic unit of social life which is characterized 

by a marriage between two sexes and blood relationship. Each individual is born 
into a certain family, has his own process of going from youth to old age 

within the family, and has various kinship relationships which are derived from 
family relationships. In a certain sense, the various moral questions in the 
family are the experiences which one must face in going from birth to death and 
they are questions which must be resolved. Whoever has not been born, does not 
die; whoever has not enjoyed life in his prime does not experience the infirmities 
of old age; whoever has needed the care and concern of the family must have care 
and concern for others within the family. Everyone's moral responsibilities 

and rights are basically equal. Not only is not obeying family morality not 
tolerated by public opinion, but sometimes it is not tolerated by the law either 
and in the end must be punished by practice in family life. For example, someone 
who does not respect old people in a family cannot become an old person with moral 
prestige and in his old age he may not be respected by his children. 


China for a long time had a feudal society. In feudal society, the family 
relationship unavoidably had the stamp of hierarchical rule anJj mcral human 
relations became merely a gauze of tenderness, The bourgeoisie tore away this 
gauze and replaced it with cold and heartless monetary relationships. The 
socialist family is different in nature. The establishment of the socialist 
system created ample conditions to eliminate the hierarchical rule within the 
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family and get rid of the restrictions of monetary relationships. The family which 
is established on the foundation of socialist public ownership should be a new 
family which is bound together by sincere emotions and blood relationships. In 
this kind of family, moral relationships have a very important position. When it 
comes to socialist family morality, we are talking about a great leap in the 
history of the development of human families. At present, China's family is in a 
stage uf the new taking the place of the old, so raising the issue of family 
ethics is a social question with universal consequence. 


Second, the family is the cell of social life, and the existence of family 
culture directly affects the stability and culture of society as a whole. China's 
ancient thinker said: "Cultivate your moral character, keep your house in order, 
administer the country, and pacify the empire." Hegel also said that ethics 

is a developmental process: first is the family, second is the society and third 
is the nation. Family morality has always been highly regarded everywhere. But 
on the foundation of systems of private ownership, the individual, family, society 
and the state are permeated by class opposition and struggle and it is impossible 
to unify them; only under the socialist system can their fundamental interests be 
the same and is it possible to develop them in concert. Precisely for this 
reason, under the socialist system, the nature of family morality directly affects 
the security and stability of society and the state. As is the case now, some 
people in society, even including some cadres, cannot correctly resolve problems 
within and outside the family; they work for personal advantage and engage in 
special privilege activities directly threatening the interests of the party 

and tne people. How should questions of the relationship inside and outside the 
family be treated? Within the party there are guiding principles, in society there 
is the legal system, and in addition there should be “moral legislation" for the 
family. In this regard, researching family cthics has important social 
significance. 


Third, as far as training the new comminist man is concerned, the family has an 
important position. To realize this long-range goal of communism in the final 
analysis is to train and cultivate a new man who has communist ideological 
consciousness and moral character. Lenin said: "We should make the entire enter- 
prise of cultivating, educating and training modern young people the enterprise 

of cultivating young people's communist morality." ["“Lenin's Selected Works, 

Vol 4, p 351) This “entire enterprise" includes social education, school cultiva- 
tion, and environmental influences, as well as the role of the family. The 
socialist family should be an important base for educating children and cultivating 
them to have communist morality. The Chinese have always taken seriously the 
family's moral education of children and believed that they should not spoil them 
or indulge them and that it is impossible "to have love without teaching." We 
should develop this tradition and take a further step on the new foundation. 
However, many facts of real life show that there are those who have renounced 

or do not understand the education of children and that there are a great many 
people who dote on and indulge children. The upheaval and destruction of the 
"Great Cultural Revolution," in particular, left enormous scars in some families 
which have not yet healed. The generation that grew up in this period has now 
mostly become young parents. How they are to "get married and start a career" 

and do a good job of educating children has become a new problem for them, and 

the "misunderstanding" between tie older generation and the young people has also 
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made the family questiorz a prominent social question. To research these questions 
on the basis of the unity of theory and practice and to give full play to the role 
of the socialist family in training the new communist man is undoubtedly very 


important. 


The Complex Nature of Family Ethics 


Ethical writings of the past, including writings of general communist mral 
theory now, either do not raise the issue of family ethics or merely briefly 
mention the moral issues of “iove, marriage and the family”" when discussing the 
scope of morality. This is really not enough. Family ethics not only include 
moral questions in love and marriage, but have a much more complex and rich 
content. The family is like a small society: it has a broad . ‘ritory and it 
is very necessary that it be researched scientifically and conscientiously. 


First of all, the birth of mankind itself is realized in the family. The family 
is characterized by the union of the two sexes and the continuing of descendants. 
This is an important subject in Marxist research and it is also a subject which 
ethics should research. Engels pointed out long ago: “From the viewpoint of 
materialism, the decisive factors in history in the final analysis are the 
production and reproduction of life itself. However, there are two kinds of 
production. One is the means of subsistence, i.e., food, clothing, housing and 
the production of tools necessary for this; the other is the production of mankind 
itself, i.e., multiplication of the seed. People's lives in certain historical 
periods and certain places, under their social system, suffer two kinds of 
production restriction: one is restriction of labor's developmental stage and 
the other is restriction of the family's developmental stage." ("Selected Works 
of Marx and Engels, Vol 4, p 2) Family relations are a kind of blood 
relationship. In the history of mankind, this blood relationship, with the 
development of social production, forms a different developmental stage and plays 
a different role in the development of human society. This is first of all a 
question which family ethics should explore. 


Second, the family itself forms a special kind of social relationship. Its 
foundation is a form of production, but it also includes ideological and moral 
relations. It is incorrect to deny that in the final analysis the family and 
the economic foundation are linked. However, it is also incorrect to 
completely or directly sum up the relationships within a family as economic 
relationships. The relationships within a family are relatively independent. 
This includes the relationship between husband and wife, between parents and 
children and between siblings. Each individual here should fulfill his own 
moral responsibility. 


For a person with a family relationship, the rights and duties have always been 
unified, but due to the appearance of the system of private ownership and class 
exploitation and oppression, the two were separated. Engels said that in a 
class society "all the rights are granted to one class but on the other hand 
almost all duties are pushed off on another class." ["“Selected Works of Marx 
and Engels," Vol 21, p 202) This is how the inside of the family is reflected. 
For example, the "principle that the husband is for the wife" which was 
advocated by China's feudal society and "the three obediences and four virtues” 














which were formulated especially for women, all restrict women and have the nature 
of oppressive rule. We should establish the new family of socialist culture and 
comprehensively formulate the moral norms of family relationships--for example, 
the morality between husband and wife, between parents and children, of old people, 
between a woman and her brother's wife, between wives of brothers, between 
mother-in-law and daughter-in-law, between siblings, etc. As the saying goes, 
even an honest official finds it hard to settle a family quarrel. This means that 
researching this question is no easy task. Now that the five good families and 
respect the old and care for the young activity is being launched in society, 
there are excellent social conditions for us to research family ethics and 
formulate complex and concrete moral norms within the family. Ethics workers 
should coordinate with the relevant sections and achieve some results in this 
area. 





Third, the family of socialist culture is founded on communist morality and true 
affection and presupposes love and marriage. Thus, the excellent tradition in 
family ethics of criticizing the continuation of historical love ari marraige 
should emphasize guiding young people to have a correct viewpoint on love, carry 
on a healthy courtship and have a cultured marriage ceremony. China's marriage 
law stipulates that as long as the marriage is registered, it is considered a 
marriage. However, according to China's traditions, after the marriage has been 
registered it is inappropriate not to have a marriage ceremny as well. All of 
the old ways are still practiced, while all of the new ways have not yet taken 

a dominant position. It used to be that love and marriage included such 
considerations as level of education, social practices and uwational traditions. 
Family ethics should proceed from China's actual situation to establish a complete 
set of norms for theory, style, behavior, and cerem™ry concerning love and 
marriage which conform to China's national characteristics and a high cultural 
level and spread them far and wide, mold public opinion and transform social 
traditions. 


Fourth, in addition to researching the question of relationships within the 
family, family ethics also must take up the question of relationships outside 
the family. This includes the whole range of problems of dealing with relation- 
ships with relatives and friends, relationships with neighbors, and dealing with 
the world; social reciprocity, hospitality, weddings and funerals. It is of 
course impossible to deny these questions and cast off these relationships. But 
in dealing with these relationships, there is a question of the new morality and 
new customs and the old morality and old customs, Ethics workers should 
investigate these questions thoroughly and persuasively point out the dangers 
of the old morality and old customs and provide a theoretical explanation and 
verification of the rationality of the new morality and new customs. 


In sum, the realm of family ethics research is very complex and very broad and has 
great prospects. Ethics workers should do their best to accomplish some practical 
work aimed at building a socialist spiritual culture.

RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN HISTORY, REALITY DISCUSSED

[Text] The relationship between historical research and reality is an issue that 
must be taken seriously. Prior to the 10-year turmoil, certain slogans and 
arguments prevalent in academic and theoretical circles were either not clear and 
definite themselves or were improperly interpreted, considerably narrowing the 
relationship between historical research and reality. The "gang of four" ran 
wild, willfully obliterated facts and usurped party leadership and state power in 
the name of discussing history. Their representation of Chinese history of the 
past two thousand years and more as a struggle between the Confucianists and 
Legalists is just such an example. For this reason, when we advocate integrating 
historical research with realistic needs, it is conceivable and not surprising 
that some people take a sceptical attitude and have misunderstandings. 


History ia all-embracing. It is one of the sources of people's scientific and 
cultural knowledge, intelligence and wisdom. The recorded history of China is 

so long that it is impossible, nor is it desirable, to point out the connection 
between each of its events and reality. So long as it is more or less of some 
significance in directly and indirectly understanding the historical development, 
the great struggies and the face of society at the time, it merits study. 
Otherwise, we will get into trouble by our own schemes, our minds will be stifled 
and ossified, and we will eventually do away with research work. But this must 
not be taken as the reason for going the other way and denying the integration of 
historical research with the realistic needs. Thinkers and historians of feudal 
times like ‘onfucius, Sima Qian, Sima Guang, and Wang Fuzhi attached importance 

to historical research because it could be used to "appraise things and distinguish 
between good and evil," draw a distinction between kings and ministers, "involved 
the rise and fall of states and the weal and woe of the people. Men of modern 
times like Liang Aichao and Zhang Taiyan maintained that history should narrate the 
phenomena of human evolution, seek the universal principles and general rules, 

and help the later generation apply these universal principles and general rules 
in furthering people's well-being. Hu Shi maintained that finding out the ancient 
meaning of a word would amount to discovering a star. Fu Sinian said that study 
of history has no real significance except in the sense that the state supported 
some scholars to write essays as adornments to the political and military achieve- 
ments of the persons in power. Because they were against revolution, Hu Shi and 
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Fu Sinian hoped to guide the intellectuals away from the reality of people's 
revolution and whitewash the reality of Chiang Kai-shek's counter-revolutionary 
rule. ‘The above viewpoints, while formulated in different ways, all come down 
to the fact that there may be no history simply for history's sake, or research 
which is divorced from reality. The only distinction lies in how to integrate 
historical research with reality. 


Marxist historical research must uphold materialism and the principle of seeking 
truth from facts. Historical events must be presented as they are and it is 
absolutely impermissible to alter facts to meet realistic needs. Trying to help 
the shoots grow by pulling them up and cutting the feet to fit the shoes will end 
up with bourgeois pragmatism and idealism. As a matter of principle, it is 
entirely correct that Marxist historical research should serve the proletariat. 
Lenin said that in a class antagonistic society there can be no "fair-minded" 
social science. To expect fair-minded science under those circumstances is as 
stupid and ridiculous as to expect a factory owner to be fair-minded over the 
question of whether workers' wages should be increased by cutting down capital 
profits. This is absolutely true. What we want to make it clear is on which 
side the scientific truth is. That Marxist historical research should serve the 
proletarian revolution is a matter of course. The point now does not lie in 
inventing slogans. What is important is that historical research must have its 
center and basic aim. Today this center and aim consist in laying stress on 
expounding the objective laws of historical development, getting rid of the 
idealistic distortions of Chinese history, arming people's minds with a 
scientific knowledge of history, increasing our political consciousness of 
traversing the socialist road, and pushing the proletarian cause of liberation 
forward. 


Marxism must be taken as the guide in integrating historical research with the 
needs of reality. We advocate this not because Marxism is an immutable dogma 
that must be observed but because it is science and guide to research. That for 
the first time Marxism turned the study of history into a branch of science is 
well-known to everybody, and there is no need to mention it again. To lay down 
this banner is tantamount to retreating from science to ignorance. The test of 
historical practice has proven that Marxism is not "out-of-date," much less 
"eliminated" but is increasingly demonstrating its scientific character and strong 
vitality. True, certain inferences and predictions by Marx and Engels have not 
come true. The reason is very simple: they were making a scientific analysis, 
and everything depends on the time, the environment and the conditions. Only 
astrologers and diviners may disregard environment and conditions and foretell 
the future. The great thesis that the capitalist system is doomed and the 
socialist system will inevitably arise has eventually been translated into 
reality. If we believe in scientific miracles, we shall find that no scientific 
miracle is more shining than this! The world history of the last hundred years 
is the strongest rebuff to the theory that "Marxism is out-of-date." 


There are subjective and objective reasons why some people take a skeptical 
attitude toward using Marxism as the guide to historical research. The subjective 
reasons are: Previously we had some shortcomings in our approach to research 
work--grasping only the essence of things, neglecting the complexity and diversity 
of historical phenomena, taking a simplified approach to historical research, not 
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reasoning things out sufficiently, and not treating readers as equals. What was 
worse, we flaunted a phrase or two from Marxist works as sacred and inviolable in 
place of factual demonstration. The objective reasons are: The Chinese people 
pay attention to history, have the longest tradition and incomparably rich 
materials with the good and the bad mixed together. As early as the Han Dynasty, 
Sima Qian said with emotion that Confucian scholars took the Six Arts as principles 
but the classics and commentaries on the Six Arts were numerous. People "were 
unable to know them thoroughly for successive generations and unable to learn all 
the rites in the current year" with the result that they plowed with few results. 
In the Sung Dynasty, historical materials continued to increase, and Sima Guang 
said he worried about the numerous Chinese characters added since the time of 

Sima Qian and Ban Gu, and that nobody could finish reading the "history books." 
Materials have increased by goodness knows how many times since the Northern Sung 
Dynasty. China's intellectuals have already taken interpretation of the classics 
and commentaries and the textual research on anecdotes as their learning. What is 
their value? Yan Fu summed up after making a comparison with Western learning: 
"In a word, no real learning and no useful learning." Tradition is a force of 
habit. Good tradition is a good habit and bad tradition a bad habit. Cur 
academic circles have never completely overcome the habid ot "no real learning and 
no useful learning." It raises its head when an opportunity presents itself. 
Whether the reasons are subjective or objective, historical research work should 
move forward and must take Marxism as the guide, and not the-other way round.

TALENT SHOULD BE GIVEN DUE RECOGNITION, NOT ABUSED

[Text] The subject of the discussion "Why single out progressive persons for 
attack?" which has been going on in several periodicals has set people to 
thinking, and the incidents that have been exposed have really been shocking. 


When it came to organizing special discussions, it was clear that these were 
not individual instances. This sort of thing was never serious before, so 
why should it "heat up" now? This is worth some thought. 


Some of the old specialists on "Dream of the Red Chamber" criticized Lin Daiyu: 
"Lin Daiyu's character and emotions are the greatest in the "Tale of the Stone"; 
she has everything! Yet...if there is an elegant tree in the forest, the wind 
is bound to blow it down; if it is thick along the riverbank, the current is 
bound to carry it away; if a person is better than others, the crowd will deny 
it; that is the tendency, so Daiyu perished!" Of course, a weak girl like 
Daiyu cannot be considered a progressive person in the modern sense. But in 
the context of her time and place, Daiyu's "character and emotions" could de- 
finitely be considered "the greatest," and in the end it happened that "the 
poor spirit of Purple Pearl returned to heaven." There are complex factors 
connected with Daiyu's death, but it is clear from this that “being better 

than others" and being singled out for attack are "things that have been around 
for a long time." 


Although "they have been around for a long time," why "are things heating up" 


now? 


Qu Yuan threw himself into the Milo River, Sima Qian underwent punishment, Ruan 
Ji treated people with disdain, Ni Heng offended Cao Cao by his nakedness, so 
it is not surprising that a force-12 typhoon blew away such lofty trees. That 
is because they all lived in the old society. At that time, some of those who 
were progressive became lofty and unyielding and were disdainful, so it can 

be understood that ultimately they did not come to a good end. Today there is 
a new socialist China: progressive persons are the manifestation of the spirit 
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of the age: the ideology and behavior of progressive persons are models for 
society; they have made clearly meritorious inventicns and creations for the 
four modernizations; they have silently done their little bit to help socialism; 
they have selflessly served the people wholeheartedly; they have written books 
and developed theories which have added to the cultural treasurehouse; they 
have selflessly sacrificed everything for the interests of the collective.... 
Such people are national treasures, but perhaps we are not up to protecting 
them and developing them, but instead we single them out for attack--to the 
point that some people have said with regret, "By all means, don't be progres- 
sive"; so shouldn't we at least ask why? 


To be sure, there are historical factors and there are practical factors; opin- 
ions vary, but the complexity of the question is apparent. If Lu Xun were still 
alive, this phenomenon would most likely become the subject of his probing into 
the "national character" (his term): It would appear that the formation of a 
social practice must still be sought from its roots. People are now familiar 
with the pros and cons of "share and share alike" as far as distribution is 
concerned. Having a "secure job" but still "receiving a share with everyone 
else,"' receiving two and a half jin whether one works or not--in the course of 
time, new soil gets added to the old, and small-scale production egalitarian 
ideas become more and more prevalent. This persistent egalitarianism may be 

at the root of the strange phenomenon described above. "Share and share alike" 
must of necessity become "skimming the cream of the crop," seeking equity in 
everything, doing everything one way, and anyone who stands out ends up with 
bad luck. A progressive person who repeatedly took the initiative to demand 
that labor norms be raised was accused by those around him of "influencing 
stability and unity." The labor norm of "everyone being even" may be just in 
order to keep the peace. If you want to increase the norm, then you are "show- 
ing off" and "will upset everyone," not only generating criticism but even 
raising things to the higher plane of "influencing stability and unity." If 
you talk about people's feelings, everyone will close their eyes. If you want 
a standard to resist unhealthy trends, then you "want to become an official 

and boss people around” and "lick the leadership's boots," so retaliation will 
come right afterward: "Since you have the ability and can do more work, you 
can take care of all the dirty work!" Little Zhang, a shockworker in the new 
long march in Beijing, was beaten as a result of his taking the initiative to 
look for more work after completing higher norms. It wasn't bad enough that 

he was beaten, but the shop leadership also resented his working hard and 

made things difficult for him by not permitting him leave to see a doctor, on 
the grounds that it was only an excuse to stay away from work. Little Zhang 
took the matter so much to heart that finally, 5 days after the beating, he 

was admitted to the hospital with mental problems. 


Little Zhang, who was not satisfied with sharing and sharing alike, ran into 
unfair treatment, but there is no way for a martyr to make new sacrifices to 
spur society on. But what if circumstances had been a little better? The so- 
called "stability and unity" of people who are content to "share and share 
alike” can no longer be "influenced" by a progressive person who has died. 
Aren't the different attitudes toward these two things also factors which pro- 
duce this phenomenon?

gardener who industriously protects the flowers, and not one who indiscriminately 
chops down the vegetation with clippers.

TORTUOUS ROAD TO MODERNIZATION DISCUSSED

"Eighteen Bends" to Establish the Four Modernizations?"] 


[Text] Since ancient times, ascending Mount Taishan to see the sunrise has been 
an extraordinary and well-known sight. How easy it is to talk about climbing 
the Peak of the Jade Emperor on Mount Taishan! Comrade Hu Yaobang, using the 
metaphor of climbing Mount Taishan, pointed out: The establishment of our Four 
Modernizations is like climbing Mount Taishan. We find that the three "Eighteen 
Bends" demand great effort. Until we have negotiated these bends we won't be 
able to reach the South Gate to Heaven and then ascend the Peak of the Jade 
Emperor. Once there, we shall push towards new summits. This metaphor vividly 
reveals a profound philosophic theory, namely, that our path of advancement is a 
tertuous one. The path up Mount Taishan is tortuous as is the path of the 
establishment of the Four Modernizations. The development and change of any 
object is always tortuous in nature. This is an objective law. In philosophy the 
law of the negation of negation is the generalization and summation of this 
obj2ctive law. 


In philosophical terms, the existence of an object is called “predication." 
However, this predication is not pure for it is bound to contain inherent factors 
of negation at the same time. Under certain conditions negation undergoes struggle 
and comes to occupy a dominant position with the result that the phase of 
predication changes into the phase of negation. The object then changes into 
another object. For example, if a grain of wheat is spilled on the ground and 
cultivated it will grow into a wheat seedling. This is a transformation from the 
phase of predication to the phase of negation. Similarly, in the phase of 
negation an object also contains new factors that are self-negating. Thus, in 
keeping with the laws, it may be negated by the new object. For example, if the 
wheat seedling continues to grow it will bear an ear of wheat. The ear of wheat 
is the negation of the seedling. This is the second negation. We call it the 
"negation of negation." From the process of the growth of wheat we can see that 
the development of all things involves the process of going from predication to 
negation and then to the process of the negation of negation. 


Furthermore, the phase of the negation of negation duplicates certain character- 
istics of the phase of predication. It seems as if there is a return to the 








original phase of predication. For example, "wheat grain--seedling--new grain (ear 
of wheat)." The phase of predication consists of the grain cf wheat as does the 
phase of the negation of negation. In the example “work--rest-~-new work," the 
phase of predication consists of work as does the phase of the negation of 
negation. In "primitive society's system of public ownership--private ownership-- 
socialist system of public ownership," the phase of predication is the system of 
public ownership which is negated by the system of private ownership. The system 
of private ownership continues through the slave society, the feudal society and 
the capitalist society and is then negated by the socialist system of public 
ownership. The features of the phase of predication, the system of public 
ownership, are then restored. 


In these acts of negaticn it seems as though we have returned to the original 
point of departure. Are we going around in circles? No, we are moving forward. 
Negation does not mean that the old object is absolutely destroyed. Rather, 
negation becomes a “sublate™" of the former object. That is, it surmounts the 
passive and obsolete elements in the old object and retains the active and useful 
elements. It weeds through the old to bring forth the new. Consequently, the 
negation of negation is in essence a progressive movement. It is at a phase that 
is at a higher level than the phase of predication. The process of the negation 
of negation is constantly going on therefore objects are constantly evolving from 
a lower level to a higher level. Paleontology has investigated the several 
hundred million year to several billion year history of organisms. There is 
definite proof to show that all biological organisms, including wheat, were 
originally quite different. They have all gone through a series of processes 
involving the negation of negation. They have been constantly evolving from 
aquatic forms to terrestrial forms, from lower levels to higher levels. Even now 
they are not standing still. When doing work after having rested, one's energy 
is revived and one's experiences accumulate. The process of the negation of 
negation in "work--rest--new work" goes on constantly. Thus, our work exper- 
iences become enriched and our efficiency improves. In the system of public 
ownership in primitive communism, the level of productivity was extremely low. 
However, the socialist system of public ownership was established on the basis of 
modern productive forces so it is naturally at a higher level. 


In spite of that, the movement forward is still tortuous. In "wheat grain-- 
seedling--new grain," the two ends are both wheat grain and the middle phase of 
negation is non-grain. In "work--rest--new work," the two ends are work and the 
middle phase of negation is non-work. In "the system of public ownership--the 
system of private ownership--the new system of public ownership," the two ends 
are systems of public ownership and the middle phase of negation is the opposite 
of the system of public ownership, that is, the system of private ownership. 
This shows that the movement of the negation of negation is not in a straight 
line. Rather, it is a winding path in the shape of the character "zhi." 
Consequently, the development of all objects advances in a rising spiral and in 
a wave-like forward movement. 


Why is it necessary to turn the corner and go through the phase of negation? 
Can't we go in a straight path? No, we cannot. Without this negation, the 
entity of the phase of predication cannot break through, passive factors cannot 
be overcome and objects cannot advance. If wheat grains cannot break through 
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the epidermis to go through the seedling phase then they will be unable to derive 
substantial nourishment and will be unable to develop into many grains of wheat. 
If people do not go through a rest phase, their energy will not be restored 

and they will be unable to renew their work. If the system of private ownership 
is bypassed, social productive forces will not develop and we would then be unable 
to establish socialiem and communism. Because of this, during the full process 

of development it is inevitable that this corner be turned. In climbing from the 
Half-Way Gate to Heaven to the South Gate to Heaven we must pass through the 
"Eighteen Bends" and turn a corner at each "bend." The "bend" itself is a physical 
manifestation that ascends and advances with the lie of the mountain. The phase 
of negation is similar, it too advances and it is an indispensable link in the 
general process of the development of an object. It is an expression of the 
progress that occurs under certain conditions. The movement of any object is the 
combination of movements that are progressive and tortuous. 


Precisely because the path of the development of an object is tortuous we therefore 
should not avoid nor deny the phase of negation in practical life. We should 
consider it to be a necessary step for bringing about the realization of the 
second negation. Under certain circumstances, in order to promote the development 
of an object, it is necessary to follow the objective laws for the development of 
objects. This will bring about the first negation which leads to the second 
negation. There is a saying, “sharpening your ax won't delay you in chopping 
wood." In this case, by sharpening your ax you deliberately bring about the 

first negation. This forms the process of the negation of negation in “chopping 
wood--sharpening your ax--chopping even more wood." Some people frown upon the 
various systems of remuneration according to output that have now been established 
in the countryside. These comrades don't understand that at present our nation's 
level of productivity in the countryside is not very high. In general, individual 
handicrafts are primary. Under such conditions, we can develop agricultural 
production only by relying on the method of arousing the peasants enthusiasm for 
production. The system of responsibility in production consists of the integral 
combination of "rights, responsibility and profit" in agricultural production. 

It is of benefit for developing the peasants enthusiasm for production and for 
developing collective enthusiasm. Although the system of responsibility has not 
been implemented for long, the peasants have a great interest in production. They 
have exploited the potential of the earth, vigorously developed a diversified 
economy and created a flourishing scene of prosperity. Judging by outward 
appearances, it may seem as though the system of responsibility has taken a step 
backward, from collective production to individual production. In reality, it 

has turned a corner by following conditions of actual production. As a result it 
will cause the transition from a collective economy, which is currently at a low 
level, to a collective economy that is specialized, socialist and modernized. 

This the manifestation of our party's consciously making use of materialist 
dialectics. The same principle applies to the following: in order to make a 
great leap forward it is necessary to first take a few steps backward; in order 

to use the land you first have to cultivate it; in order to be a good teacher 

you have to first seek instruction from the masses; and in order to teach a class 
well you must first have mastered the subject yourself. The tortuous movement 
forward of dialectics can be seen everywhere in our daily life. 





Metaphysicists believe that the development of a thing occurs in a perfectly 
straight line. They are always trying not to take the roundabout route. They 
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think that by avoiding all twists and turns they will be successful in dealing 
with things. This is an illusion. Take going for a walk as a case in point. 
When walking 10 1i it is possible that 8 li will be straight but try walking 

100 or so li, would it be possible to walk without making any turns in the road? 
Our experiences in life tell us that this is not possible. Natural science 
stands firm on this point. Higher geometry (non-Euclidean geometry) has proven 
that space is curved. Even if it appears to be straight to the eye, in reality 
it is not "straight." It may appear flat, but in reality it is not "flat." 

There is no line that is absolutely straight in the world nor is there any plane 
that is absolutely flat. Thus, in the simple act of walking, you cannot 
continuously move in a straight line. This is particularly true for engaging 

in modernized socialist construction. Engaging in modernized socialist construc- 
tion is like climbing a tall, rugged and dangerous mountain that has never before 
been surveyed or climbed. There is an even greater need to judge the hour and size 
up the situation. In keeping with the laws of rising in a spiral and advancing 
wave upon wave, we must adopt the most flexible tactics. That is, sometimes we 
must advance, sometimes draw back, sometimes attack and sometimes yield and in 
this way cause construction to advance successfully by following a roundabout 
route. If our basic principles are inflexible and if we don't deal with things 
by following the tortuous laws of development, our cause will suffer losses and 
be forced to take an even greater detour. In his work ""Leftwing' Communism, an 
Infantile Disorder" Lenin pointed out: The Soviet people have paid a high price 
in grasping this pinciple. "Since Chernyshevsky, Russian revolutionaries have 
ignored or forgotten this truth and they have therefore suffered countless 
losses." We have also paid an extremely high price. It is now time for the 
party and the nation, from top to bottom, to grasp this truth.

--The U.S. imperialists have yet to remove their military bases built around 
our country. The United States still has its strategic nuclear missiles 
aimed at more than 100 economic and strategic targets in our country; 


--What is particularly noteworthy is: Although U.S. leaders have verbally 
claimed that guaranteeing Taiwan's security is the United States’ long-range 
policy, the quantity, quality and capabilities of weapons the United States 
has supplied to the KMT armed forces in Taiwan have far exceeded what 

Taiwan needs to insure its security. Once an abrupt change takes place in 
international situation and our country is forced to be involved in a war of 
relatively large scale, a counterattack launched by the KMT armed forces 
against the mainland is to be expected.

[Text] A number of new conditions and problems have appeared since the rural areas

It is very difficult to improve 
people's living standards if the population grows too fast. Why then has the 
population growth rate increased in some places since the production responsibility 
systems were instituted? The main reason is that certain people see that some 
peasant households can become rich ahead of others because they have many laborers, 
and so they intend to have more children. This view is wrong. 


From the point of view of the individual, having another child means increasing 

the burden. It will also adversely affect participation in productive labor by the 
mother and other members of the household and thus reduce family income. Hence, 
the more children a family has, the heavier its economic burden; far from getting 
rich ahead of others, its living standards will actually fall. 


From the point of view of society, if the population grows too fast, the increase 
in material production will be all consumed by the increase in population, and food, 
clothing, housing, higher schooling and other problems will be more and more 
aggravated; there could be no question of improving living standards. 


Of course, we must also realize that since the institution of production responsi- 
bility systems in the rural areas, certain former methods used in controlling 
population growth no longer suit the new situation. This means that we must 
strengthen leadership, base our efforts on reality, and decide on practical and 
effective measures that suit the new situation. Hence, while helping the communes 
and brigades to stabilize and perfect the production responsibility systems, 
comrades engaged in rural work must do a good job in planned parenthood work, get 

a tight grasp of the two kinds of production and responsibility system, and produce 
good results.

CONFERENCE URGES BOOKSTORES TO IMPROVE SERVICE

[Text] Beijing, 10 Feb (XINHUA)--Science and technical books, along with most 
others, are no longer to be sold from behind the counter, and bookstores must main- 
tain reserves equivalent to those of the best year, according to a national working 
conference on urban book distribution which closes in Beijing tomorrow. 


Most science and technical books have previously been shelved behind sales counters, 
rendering them unavailable for perusal before purchase. The 110 book-distribution 
officials gathered from across China and from urban bookstores have decided to re- 
verse this practiceincities. At the same time, they also decided bookstores should 
maintain stocks equal to those each kept in 1965, a record year in China for book 
reserves. 


The conference was convened to discuss open-shelf selling: inventory growth, service 
improvements and expansion of the distribution network. 


Last year, the conference said, 1,299 bookstores opened: across China, a 24 percent 
increase from 1980. The state operates more than 5,000 shops and more than 59,000 book 
counters are operated by rural supply and marketing cooperatives. These shops sell 
more than 95 percent of the books published by the country's 200 publishing houses. 


The participants encouraged collectively owned bookstores and stalls and an appro- 
priate number of individually owned ones, and the establishment of book purchasing 
and marketing agencies in big industrial and mining enterprises, universities and 
colleges and scientific research institutes. 


Bookstores currently employ 70,000, the conference said. They called for staff 
training in the future. 


The participants decided book-distribution work must raise the scientific and edu- 
cational level of China's population.
